¢¢@C’O THIS Is Love” wraps up as 

nice a little comedy-drama as 
has been filmed in months. Directed 
by Frank Capra for Columbia, it is 
another of that organization's sched- 
ule of productions with which it is 
bidding for—and rapidly attaining 
—fame. 

The picture stars Shirley Mason, 
and, while the part is not great, nor. 
renders Miss Mason opportunity for 
any unusual degree of acting, it 
nevertheless enables her to offer a 
pleasing performance as the little 
girl in love with the local champion 
pug. Johnny Walker takes this 
part and Buster Collier is the boy 
whom she eventually marries. 

Miss Mason’s readiness to take 
direction has always been apparent 
in her pictures. “So This Is Love” 
does not differ from the rest, her 
work in this being truly excellent. 
Walker and Collier likewise give 
portrayals of sincerity. 

In a lightly-treated fashion the 
story tells of a delicatessen girl's 
hero-worship of the aforementioned 
local champ-—and the love of the 
boy across the way for the girl. 
The locale is New York's Green- 
wich Village and the atmosphere is 
essentially pugilistic. 

There are a wide variety of hu- 
morous sequences in the produc- 
tion, but the most amusing, to my 
mind, is the one in which the girl, 
now in love with Collier, feeds 
Walker enough food before his fight 
with Collier to stock a fleet of bat- 
tleships. This action is logically 
carried out, and, while a situation 
undreamed of in ring circles—that 
of a fighter eating heavily ere going 
before the crowd—the action lead- 
ing up to it is satisfactorily ex- 
planatory. 

This situation, however, is some- 
what far-fetched—or, to be more 
exact, the amount of food that 
Walker consumes is too consider- 
able, even for a hungry prize-fighter 
who has been starved by his man- 
ager. Since the picture is not to be 
taken too seriously, though, one is 
quite willing to overlook its exag- 


geration. 


At times, too, in the latter portion 
of the production, there are evi- 
dences of bad taste, small bits of 
action that may be eliminated from 

. the feature before it reaches the 
theaters. 

“So This Is Love” was written 
by Norman Springer and shaped for 
the screen by Elmer Harris and 
Rex Taylor. Its main fault lies in 
a trivial plot, but treatment by the 
director overcomes, in part, this 
flaw. Capra has deftly handled his 
direction, so that the picture, as it 
stands now, is an entertaining bit 
of screen work and will doubtless 
be received as such.

Poison Dust Screen Laid Down Over Fields and Orchards by Airplanes 
Now a Recognized Practice in Control W ork—F liers Able 
to Cover Large Areas in Quick Time 


HE airplane is the newest weapon be- 
ing used by farmers in their seasonal 
battles against crop pests. Although 

the first experiments in crop dusting from 
the air were made only seven years ago the 
airplane has now come to be regarded in 


-_ some sections of the country as an import-

ant means of exterminating injurious in- 
sects. 

A great deal.of 
been done on the Pacific Coast and there 
are now several companies, as well as a 
larger number of individual flyers, offering 
their services to farmers of Southern Call- 
fornia. One concern that has been operating 
extensively in the cotton section of the 
south, last year dusted thousands of acres 
of cantaloupe against mildew in the Imperi- 
al Valley, and also covered a large acreage 
of lettuce. Alfalfa weevil has been at- 
tacked successfully from the air in some 
areas in Nevada, and flyers have dusted 
various crops in San Joaquin Valley. 


The airplane was first used for dusting . 


purposes in Ohio in 1921 when six acres 
of catalpha trees, badly infested with catal- 
pha sphynx, were dusted with lead arse- 
nate. The trees were so close together, 
and so tall, that the use of a land dusting 
machine with its long colls of hose would 
have been injurious to the trees, as well 
as an unusually expensive operation. Half 
a minute was required to dust the grove, 
examination forty-eight hours later is 
to have shown a.very satisfactory kill. 
Work was next taken up in the cotton dis- 
tricts of the Mississippi Valley, where ex- 
cellent results are said to have been ob- 
tained against the boll weevil. Some Massa- 
chusetts growers then made an aerial as- 
sault on the Gypsy moth, and peach leaf 
curl came in for similar attention in Geor- 
gia orchards. Government experts co-oper- 
ated with private airplane operators and 
crop owners in many of the earlier experi- 
mental efforts.

The method of treating infested areas is 
quite simple. The same poison dust ordi- 
narily used in land machines is loaded in 
the right mixture into a special hopper at- 
tached to the airplane, which is then flown 
above the crop. By means of a crank the 
operator releases the dust in the correct 
quantities as the plane flies at a speed of 
from seventy-five to ninety miles an hour 
and at a distance of from five to twenty-five 
feet above the crop. The dust is scattered 
effectively by the propellor draft and set- 
tles over a path of from 100 to 300 feet 
wide, varying with the altitude of the plane 
or the wind conditions. Several varieties

en Revive Old Art 


of Growing Espalier Fruit 


By FRANC 


ALIFORNIA horticulture is a curious 

mixture of the new and the acaaal in 

crops and methods. The growing of 
grapes, figs and olives goes back to the days 
of Babylon and earlier. It is curious that 
with all the reminiscense of the older hor- 
ticulture, the Espalier fruit tree, common 
enough in the gardens of the Old World—in 
France and England and Italy—should be 
so rarely seen here. Yet the immense in- 
crease in small holdings, and the ceaseless 
multiplication of the smaller gardens, have 
made this form of growing fr.iit trees of 
peculiar value. 

The Espalier is a dwarf fruit tree—apple. 
pear, apricot, peach or plum—trained to a 
flat symmetrical form against a _ trellis. 
(The word espalier refers to its being 
trained onta fence or trellis.) Thus in a 
small garden, where a single apple or pear 
tree of standard size would speedily mo- 
nopolize all the space, a half dozen fruit 
trees of different sorts, espaliers, may be 
grown. against the wall of the house, or 
trained against the garden fence. They 


yield fruit, and yet take nthing from the the 


garden space. Beds of annuals or perennials 
grow at their feet, unshaded by branches. 
To the small householder, the espalier pre- 
sents a happy issue out of the difficulty of 
growing a variety of fruit, when he hasn't 
room for it. 


Aside from its utility, the espalier tree is 
exceedingly decorative. It provides a de- 
lightful way of relieving the monotony f u 
blank wall. The tracery of the branches, 
even when leafless, is interesting, and when 
in bloom, the little tree is a lovely sight, 
bringing the delight of apple blossoms and 
pear blossoms fhto the garden. The leaves 
make a charming backgrund for the garden 
flowers, and do not obscure them in the 
least. 

These little trees are trained in various 
shapes, as the ingenuity of the horticulturist 
suggests. For a boundary fence the simple 
cordon is most frequently used; against a 
wall, the tree trained in palmetto shape, or 
the double U form is attractive. In the Old 
World, one may. walk in old gardens and 
see espalier peaches, apricots, pears, apples, 
cherries and figs, beside old brick or flagged 
walks, their branches spread in many de- 
signs against walls or fences—joyously 
lovely with blossoms, or gay with decorative 
fruit. Many a wall of a California garden, 
now blank and uninteresting, would be 
charming if so treated. 

To those who are accustomed to see the 
grape vine cut harshly back, as it ts in the

EASY TO CARE FOR

In the old gardens of England, the origi- 
nal reason for growing trees in this fashion 
was that, with the branches so arranged, 
the fruit received the utmost amount of 
sunshine possible, which under those watery 
skies was highly desirable. With us, no 
such necessity exists. We have more than 
enough sunshine—therefore those who are 
setting out espaliers give them other than 2 
south wall, which is likely to be too hot. 
Cherries do very well on a north wall; ap- 
ricots and apples and pears on an east, or 
west exposure. Also, it is well to have the 
trees at a little distance from the wall, not 
flat against it. The best California practice 
is to secure the young tree to a lattice thai 
suits its form, and which is set giver a foot 
out from the wall.

PEST CONTROL MEETING 
POMONA.—Commercial and co-operative 
operators of spray rigs, engaged in agricul- 
tural pest control work, gathered here re- 
cently for the third biannual meeting of 
the Southern California Sprayers’ Associa- 
tion. Horticultural commissioners of vari- 
ous southern counties, their deputies, and 
representatives of spray manufacturers, at- 
tended as honorary and associate members.

while young for the purpose of fattening. 
These feeders are turned off during July. 
August and September of each year. They 
usually run in numbers from 2000 to 3000 
steers annually, not including the veal stuff 
and fat cows. 
The stock held for beef is graded and 
segregated two days prior to its first move- 
ment. After the excitement of grading has

feeding grounds to one of the thrée shfp- 
ping points utilized by-Mr. Hill—Caliente, 
Tehachapi, or Woodford. Again their jour- 
ney is halted for two or three days. They 
thus feed normally again, losing little 
weight. As soon as loading is completed 
for the last movement—to the Los Angeles 
*market—their transportation begins, the 
entire car time being rarely over twelve 
hours. Following this entire procedure, Mr. 
Hill says, there is only slight shrinkage. 
due to the well-timed recovery periods; and 
shrinkage is feared by most cattlemen, 
since {t is where profit is lost.

careful handling when the stock leaves a . 
shipping point it goes directly and rapidly 


to the buyer, for immediate weighing. 
SHOWS AT FAIRS 


In the barns at Woodford, near Keen, 
Mr. Hill also keeps a small herd of regis- 
tered Shorthorns. These are raised for ex- 
hibition purposes. These animals display 
the good characteristics of this hefty breed, 
and the herd has taken many prizes at 
the Kern County Fair year after year, as 
have also Mr. Hill's “carlots.” What many 
would call the most interesting live stock of 
the entire ranch, is Mr. Hill's fine collection 
of Morgan saddlers. This Morgan herd is 
said to be one of the largest in the United 
States. Since the animals are a true West- 
ern type of the highest grade, particularly 
well adapted to cattle work, they are being 
raised for this purpose. 

The first stallion secured for founding 
the herd was purchased from the govern- 
ment Farm, Middlebury, Vt.-—the home 
of the Morgans. Later, another stallion was 
secured from Springfield, fl. The oth- 
er stallions of the herd have been raised at 
Woodford from registered mares. A ready 
market for these horses has been developed 
in Los Angeles, selected animals not used 
in ranch work being disposed of in the city 
to members of riding clubs, motion-picture 
folk, and others who have use for saddle 
animals.

of water. That only represents a small per- 
centage of the root zone, in fact, for a 
large vine, probably not over 10 per cent. 
Consequently, the vine suffers from insuf- 
ficient water. One should apply the water 
within a radius of at least eight to ten feet 
— the vine, and enough of it to secury 

etration of six feet on soils which are 
me in cross-section. A way to 
do this is to make a basin by pulling the 
soll into a ridge. Fill this enough times to 
secure a good penetration. Frequency of 
irrigation depends upon the c cter of the 
soil. A light soil needs water more fre- 
quently than a heavy soil. 

Did you ever run the water from the 
washing machine into the yard to irrigate 
with? That should not be done because the 
addition of soap to the soil results in the 
accumulation of black alkali. It is injurious 
to grape vines. 

To secure full benefit from the grapes 
one should make an effort to control pow- 
dery mildew, a‘ fungus which attacks all 
green parts of the shoots and fruit. It can 


be controlled by dusting with powdered sul- 


phur on the foliage and bunches of grapes. 
Two to four dustings should be applied from 
the time the shoots are six to eight inches 
long up to the beginning of ripening. 

If attention is given to these few detalls, 
one can expect satisfactory results with a 
grape arbor.

If anyone in Southern California should be 
inclined to doubt this, a trip into the neigh- 
boring cattle country would soon dispel all 
questions. From Mohave to Ventura, cattle 
will be found, some on huge cattle ranches 
‘dike the famous El Tejon or the San Emidio 
in Kern county, some on lesser ranches, 
ranging down to those where the proprie- 
tor himself provides about all the labor 
necessary to successful operation.

A Grape Arbor is'a Thing of Beauty and Profi. 


A Grape Arbor Is So Well Worth While 


It Deserves Right Treatment 


Sy VINCENT F. BLANCH 


> HOME in California is complete with- 
Nout a grape arbor. A grape arbor pro- 

vides a splendid place for children to 
play on warm days—it is a good place for 
dad to sit in a comfortable chair on Sundays 
and enjoy California’s good air. It is an 
ideal place for mother to rest and be com- 
fortable following an arduous morning's 
work in the house. And it can serve the 
eminently practical purpose of producing a 
plentiful supply of grapes of different | va- 
rieties. 

Although a grape arbor can be made 
beautiful here in California, it has been my 
observation that most of those I have seen 
have not responded as well as anticipated, 
or have done well for a few years and have 
then weakened and died. There are several 
factors to be considered in creating and 
maintaining such a planting. If the reader 
would learn. about varieties of grapes to 
plant, I would refer him to Circular 231, the 
Home Vireyard, published by the Univer- 
sity of C.tifornia, and which can be secured 


It is always best, however, to use vigorous 
growing grapes rather than the weaker 
‘types. 

In planting a grape arbor we may use 
either a cutting or rooted vine. The com- 
mon practice is to place either of these 
so that two buds are above the surface of 
the soll, one just at the surface and the 
other above it. A mistake sometimes 
made is that of failing to pack the soil in 
around the cutting or rooted vine. Moisture 
is assimilated from the soil and if the soil 

loose the vine cannot take it up. Vines 
become weakened through such treatment 
and fail to respond properly. 

GIVE VINE A CHANCE 


During the first year one should allow 
the vine to grow without any attempt to 
control its growth. In fact the response of 
the vine during the second yeur fs dependent 
upon its development during the first year. 

Following the first year’s growth, in the 
winter, all the canes should be pruned off 
except one, which should be the largest one. 
This single cane should be cut back to two 
buds. That looks like a drastic treatment, 
but it is the most satisfactory thing to 4o. 
I have seen arbors started where one cane 
was selected during the first winter and on- 
ly moderately cut back. Such a cane will 
fruit the second year, but the growth made 
is very slight. What is desired in an arbor 
is to cover the framework with foliage. 
That requires vigorous growth. Therefore, 
do not try to hurry the job by securing 
production of grapes during the second 


ear. 
During the spring of the second year se- 
lect one shoot which is to become the trunk. 
Remove all other shoots which grow from 


nearly vertically as possible, as the more 
vertically it grows, the more vigorous & 
will be. If laterals grow very vigorously 
from this shoot they should have their term- 
inals pinched back to suppress length 
growth. 

If there are good conditions for growth, 
such as good soil and adequate moisture 
supply, the vine should make a growth dur- 
ing the second year so that it can be cut 
back at the top of the arbor, from which 
point it can be spread over the arbor in fu- 
ture-years. If the growth is weak during the 
second year, the shoot should be cut back 
severely again. With such a treatment one 
can secure a vigorous growing vine that 
should be fruitful if proper attention is giv- 
en to pruning. 

The pruning treatment should depend 
upon the variety, and fruitfulness depends

orous growth. Of course we can prune so 
severely that not enough fruit is produced, 
especially with very vigorous varieties. 
Study the growth responses of the vine and 
treat accordingly. | 

CARE OF ARBOR 


One of the most common faults in caring 
for grape arbors is in methods of irrigation. 
Grapes have extensive root systems and use 
a large amount of soil moisture. They will 
endure drought, but the vine becomes weak- 
ened. The tendency is not to apply water

(3) If the cause of the blown fuse’ can- 
not be determined, a competent electrician 
or a power company employee should be 


eral additional transplantings before the ,ajjed 


(4) If the lights become dim or flicker 
when appliances are connected, the circuit 
is overloaded or the voltage regulstion is 
poor. This can usually be remedied by in- 
stalling a third wire, if the wiring has.only 
two wires, by increasing the number of cir. 
cuits or by using larger circuit wires. ; 

(5) The circuits should be maintained 
and repaired at regular intervals and with 
thoroughness. Broken insulators should be 
replaceg@, bare copper wire and: joints 
should be taped with rubber tape covered 
with friction tape, the wires should not be 
allowed to touch buildings, trees, etc. . 

(6) Wires which are hot when in service 
are overloaded and dangerous. (This does 
not apply to electric heating elements.) 

When working with electrical circuits it 
is well to remember that the human body 
can become a part of an electrical circuit 
under certain conditions. Electri¢e shocks 
are unpleasant and should be avoided. Us- 
ually they can be avoided if the following 


simple precautions are observed: . 


(1) Open the circuit switch and remove 
the circuit fuses between the point at 
which work is to be done and the power 
source. Never work with a hot or live wire 
if it can be avoided. 

(2) Alawys on a dry box or insulated 
platform when working with a circuit. Nev- 
er work on a circuit when standing on ce- 
ment, fron, wet dirt or wet floors or when 
in water. 


(3) Never allow the body to become a 


part of the electrical circuit. It can be- 
come a part of such a circuit by connecting 
a wire to ground or to another circuit wire. 
It is best to always work with but one hand, 
keeping the other behind the back, when 


bulbs and plant them at the proper time for possible 


(4) Connect all metal parts which do not 
act as part of the electric circuit to moist 
earth. Such parts include metal conduits, 
cable armor, metal raceways, motor frames, 
switch and outlet boxes, electric range 
frames, etc.

LECTRICITY, when used with “ap 

proved” equipment connected to ade- 

quate and properly constructed elec- 
trical circuits which are well maintained, 
as was explained in a previous article, be- 
comes the safest and most efficient power 
agent known. It is made unsafe by the use 
of inferior materials in constructing the cir- 
cults, by improper circuit constructon, by 
circuit injury or lack of circuit repairs, or by 
use of more appliances or larger motors than 
the circuit wires can safely carry. Such prac 
tices create an unnecessary life and fire 
hazard and in addition reduce the useful- 
ness, efficiency and convenience of this 
modern farm servant. 

Electric wiring is a specialized trade, and 
to be properly done, requires considerable 
skill and experience on the part of the work- 
man. It should not be attempted by the 
layman. This fact should not prevent any- 
one, however, from contracting for and re- 
ceiving a good safe wiring job. There are 
several means by which this result can be 


assured:

VAN NUYS.—Local vegetable and truck 
crop growers have cause to rejoice in the 
failure of H. C. Lewis, assistant entomolo- 
gist of the State Department of Agriculture, 
to locate the brown vegetable weevil in 
this district. Mr. Lewis has spent the last 
few weeks in Southern California making 
an exhaustive, but unsuccessful, search for 
this pest which has proved very trouble- 
some on certain crops in counties of the 
San Francisco Bay region.
